Specifically, Britain is urging 
Turkey to withdraw some of its 
40,000 troops, or give up some 
of the territory it is holding, or 
announce its intention to do so, 
or some combination. 
“We are cautiously optimistic

sure,” said one

plomat. “That could slip, and 
the breakthrough might come 
towards the end of the week.”

WEEDS, CORN, AND INTERSECTIONS 


High weeds and growing crops at intersections create 
traffic hazards all across the county and state, 
particularly in rural Indiana. 


This problem is much more pronounced and evident 
in season of heavy rainfall. 


These intersections are hazardous during most of the 
summer months, and are a definite contributing factor in 
highway accidents. 


When crops, are “laid by” and farmers get the time, it 
is their custom hereabouts to cut the weeds alongside the 
county highways adjacent to their properties. This is a 
great help. 
Many farmers also get into cornfields and cut back 
the standing grain at county highway intersections in 
order to decrease the traffic hazard. 


This is especially important now that school buses are 
getting ready to roll. There are over 800 miles of county 
highway — and many intersections. 


We have had some phone calls from concerned farm 
people who have children who will be riding the buses. 
They suggest that anyone who had property at an 
intersection and has not reduced the hazard by cutting 
back the grain, this ought to be done. Buses roll Tuesday. 


Those who have already taken care of the situation 
are to be commended. 


Even with the corners cut back, careful driving 
through these intersections is called for. We don’t want 
any children hurt, when care could be a preventative.
